A  series  of  "firsts"  marked  a  successful 
i960  Homecoming  on  the  week  end  of 
May  27,  28,  and  29. 

For  the  first  time  Alumnae  week  end 
was  held  at  Commencement  time. 

For  the  first  time  there  was  no  Satur- 
day evening  banquet  because  the  Alum- 
nae were  invited  by  Chancellor  and  Mrs. 
Simpson  to  attend  the  buffet  supper  and 
reception  on  Saturday  evening  for  the 
Seniors,  their  parents,  friends,  and  the 
faculty.  Instead,  a  banquet-luncheon, 
with  Miss  Lucille  Wheeler  '23,  as  guest 
speaker,  was  held  at  noon  on  Saturday 
in  Seacobeck. 

Another  "first"  was  the  housing  of  all 
the  returning  alumnae  in  one  dormitory. 
This  was  possible  since  most  all  of  the 
students  had  gone  for  the  summer.  Ran- 


dolph Dormitory  was  a  beautiful  and 
comfortable  reunion  center  with  its  rec- 
reation rooms,  parlors,  kitchens,  pressing 
rooms,  and  other  facilities.  Because  of 
the  space  available,  requests  for  room- 
mates could  be  considered  and  corridors 
could  be  assigned  for  certain  reunion 
classes. 

This  was  the  first  time  Homecoming 
alums  had  their  own  house — Spotswood. 
Registration  was  held  in  Spotswood  as 
well  as  the  Executive  Committee  meet- 
ing on  Friday  evening  and  an  Open 
House  on  Saturday  night  after  a  concert 
by  the  Faculty  Trio. 

A  very  important  "first"  concerns  the 
Endowment  Fund.  The  first  goal  of 
"$10,000  by  Homecoming  i960"  was 
reached.  The  total  on  Friday  was  just 
short  of  the  goal,  but  to  everyone's  de-

This  issue  of  the  Alumnae  News  marks 
the  discontinuance  of  the  Alumnae  Sup- 
plement to  the  Bullet  and  the  resump- 
tion of  our  own  alumnae  publication. 
During  the  three-year  Endowment  Fund 
drive,  which  ends  this  year,  an  alumnae 
news  supplement  to  the  college  news- 
paper appeared  four  times  each  year.

The  editing  will  be  done  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Secretary;  the  printing  by  Whit- 
tet  and  Shepperson  of  Richmond,  Va. ; 
the  mailing  from  Fredericksburg.  Plans 
for  this  year  are  on  a  small  scale.  The 
contents  will  consist  of  news  of  the  col- 
lege and  alumnae  affairs.  If  we  have 
alumnae  support,  moral  and  financial, 
we  hope  that  we  can  offer  you  some  day 
a  magazine  rather  than  a  bulletin  limit- 
ed to  news. 

We  wish  it  were  possible  to  send  the 
Alumnae  News  to  every  Mary  Washing- 
ton alumna  but  the  cost  of  publication 
and  distribution  prevents  our  doing  so. 
We  are  sorry  that  only  the  November 
and  February  numbers  will  be  sent  to 
non-paying  members  of  the  Association.

RICHMOND  ROUNDUP

Postmen  deposited  more  than  200  Ict- 
ters  in  alumnae's  mailboxes  all  over  the 
city  and  its  environs,  and  even  traced 
some  MWCers  to  their  summer  vacation 
spots  in  the  Richmond  Chapter's  round- 
up of  members  back  in  July. 

Rewarding  results  have  come  rolling 
in  by  return  mail.  With  the  count  still 
inching  upward,  we  may  have  three 
score  or  more  active  members  to  begin 
the  '6o-'6i  season. 

The  first  thing  we  did  was  to  beat  the 
drum  for  MWC  at  a  College  Open 
House  sponsored  by  the  Richmond 
Woman's  College  Council  and  the 
AAUW.  With  blue  and  white  banners 
flying  and  an  abundance  of  Battle- 
fields, we  set  up  a  mock  "Marye's  Hill- 
top" at  Miller  &  Rhoads  and  did  a  land- 
office  business,  attracting  close  to  a  third 
of  the  total  number  of  potential  students 
who  came  to  the  Open  House. 

The  chapter  then  set  about  arrang- 
ing class  get-togethers  to  re-acquaint  the 
grads  with  each  other  and  with  the 
Alumnae  Association.  The  executive 
board  had  already  met  to  re-evaluate  the 
chapter's  purpose — that  of  functioning 
for  the  benefit  of  Mary  Washington 
College  in  Richmond  and  its  environs. 


This  purpose  then  became  the  founda- 
tion upon  which  we  built  plans  for  the 
coming  year,  plans  which  were  present- 
ed to  the  entire  group  at  a  luncheon 
meeting. 

October  iMought  teachers  trouping  in- 
to Richmond  for  the  VEA  Convention, 
and  attending  MWCers  were  welcomed 
at  an  ojjen  house  in  the  Hotel  John  Mar- 
shall, site  of  the  series  of  meetings.  Spon- 
sored by  the  National  MWC  Alumnae 
Association,  the  tea  was  hostessed  by 
Richmond  Chapterites. 

A  quick  flip  through  the  coming  year's 
calendar  shows  at  least  one  activity 
scheduled  for  each  month:  a  card  party, 
a  continuing  program  of  help  to  a  school 
for  under-privileged  children  in  the  city, 
a  special  Christmas  project  and  party,  a 
rummage  sale,  an  evening  meeting  v.ith 
Guy  Friddell  (professor  of  English,  ra- 
dio commentator  and  veteran  political 
reporter  for  the  Richmond  News  Lead- 
er) as  speaker,  and  a  program  presented 
by  an  MWC  student  group  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  endowment  fund. 

While  this  last  program  is  yet  on  the 
"drawing  board,"  we  think  it's  time  we 
had  a  chance  to  show  our  Alma  Mater's 
arts  off  to  the  rest  of  the  community. 
And  then  in  the  spring  we  hope  to  wel- 
come a  new  group  of  Richmonders  into 
our  Chapter  at  a  tea  in  honor  of  the 
Class  of  '61. 


BUILDING  PLANS  CONTINUE 


With  the  new  dorm  finished,  this  fall 
will  bring  a  lull  in  construction  work  on 
the  MWC  campus  after  a  steady  2/2- 
year  swing  that  has  seen  the  building  of 
the  Combs  Science  Hall,  Bushnell  Hall, 
and  the  new  dorm. 

Somewhere  in  the  future  are  two  other 
major  works:  a  library  addition  (prob- 
ably a  year  away)  and  a  $750,000 
physical  education  center,  to  be  called 
Goolrick  Hall  (both  site  and  timetable 
unknown). 

It's  just  possible,  however,  another 
project  —  unmentioned  heretofore  and 
only  a  .whisper  of  an  idea  now  —  could 
be  slated  ahead  of  the  other  two.  It  in- 
volves the  city  reservoir,  which  has  be- 
come something  of  an  eyesore  since  the 
Science  Hall  and  Bushnell  were  put  up 
on  opposite  sides  of  it. 

A  trial  balloon  has  suggested  cutting 
the  high  banks  of  the  reservoir  down  to 
street  level  to  make  a  permanent,  open 


lagoon  in  the  quadrangle  between  the 
new  buildings.  It  would  require  an  okay 
from  the  city,  but  it  could  be  done  with 
college  crews,  it  is  thought,  with  year- 
end  funds  that  would  otherwise  go  back 
to  the  state.  The  governor,  therefore, 
would  have  to  okay  it,  too. 

But  since  the  reservoir  is  only  kept 
half-filled  by  the  city  because  it  leaks  too 
much  when  it's  full,  the  leveling-down  of 
the  high  banks  wouldn't  affect  it  any- 
way and  would  much  beautify  the  quad- 
rangle, it  is  argued.  The  city  could  rec- 
ommend abandoning  the  reservoir  or 
fixing  the  leakage  to  allow  full-capacity 
use. 

Ironically,  the  college  owns  the  site  on 
which  the  reservoir  sits,  due  to  a  swap 
with  the  city  for  the  acreage  where  the 
National  Guard  armory  stands.  But  the 
exchange  also  granted  continuing  use  of 
the  reservoir  to  the  city  as  long  as  it 
needed  it.

DR.  DARTER  RETIRES 


Dr.  Oscar  H.  Darter 

Dr.  Oscar  H.  Darter,  a  member  of  the 
faculty  for  thirty-four  years  and  known 
and  remembered  affectionately  by  many 
alumnae,  retired  on  October  i. 

His  retirement  was  prompted  by  ill- 
ness but  he  hopes  to  continue  work  on 
two  books — one  a  family  history,  the 
Dther  an  historical  work  about  Marlbor- 
9ugh  Point  in  Stafford  County. 

Dr.  Darter  is  an  authority  on  Fred- 
ericksburg's colonial  lore  and  he  conduct- 
ed considerable  archaeological  research 
3n  Marlborough  Point  in  consultation 
with  members  of  the  Smithsonian  Insti- 
tution. 


Three  years  ago  his  book,  Colonial 
Fredericksburg  and  Neighborhood  in 
Perspective,  was  published  and  this  year 
The  History  of  the  Fredericksburg  Bap- 
tist Church  appeared. 

Long-time  head  of  the  History  De- 
partment, he  was  Chairman  of  the  De- 
partment at  his  retirement.  Dr.  Alvey 
will  be  acting  chairman  until  an  ap- 
pointment is  made. 

Dr.  Darter's  habit  of  walking  briskly, 
hatless  and  coatless,  in  all  kinds  of 
weather  might  be  attributed  to  his  days 
as  a  track  star  at  Carson-Newman  Col- 
lege in  East  Tennessee.  After  active 
service  in  the  first  World  War  he  re- 
ceived his  B.A.  from  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege in  Ada,  Okla.,  and  his  M.A.  from 
Columbia  University.  With  a  thesis  based 
on  an  economic  study  of  Fredericksburg 
he  received  his  Ed.D.  from  George  Wash- 
ington University. 

Mrs.  Darter  is  the  former  Lela  Mae 
Dere  '28.  She  is  a  teacher  in  Fredericks- 
burg. During  the  1930's  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Darter  served  as  Head  Residents  at  Betty 
Lewis  Dormitory.  During  the  second 
World  War,  when  rooms  on  the  campus 
were  at  a  premium,  the  Darters  opened 
their  home  to  students. 

Dr.  Darter  traveled  in  Europe  and 
Russia,  served  as  deacon  in  the  Baptist 
Church,  was  adviser  to  the  campus 
YWCA,  and  has  been  active  in  civic 
organizations.  The  Alumnae  Association 
extends  greetings  to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Darter 
and  wishes  for  them  many  happy  retire- 
ment years. 


NEW  DORM  OPENS 

In  spite  of  delays  and  .some  concern 
that  it  would  not  be  ready  in  time,  a 
new  dormitory  was  opened  by  MWC  at 
the  beginning  of  the  fall  term.  Last  win- 
ter the  work  slowed  almost  to  a  halt 
while  the  builder  waited  for  strike- 
bound steel.  Interior  work  on  the  build- 
ing continued  almost  up  to  the  moment 

students  began  to  arrive. 

Still  unnamed,  the  new  dorm  stands 
on  a  tree-surrounded  site  at  the  corner 
of  William  Street  and  Sunken  Road  be- 
hind Bushnell  Hall.  It  features  a  colon- 
naded balcony  over  the  front  entrance, 
which  faces  the  campus. 

Special  features  arc  an  elevator  from 
the  two  large  trunk  rooms  on  the  ground 
level,  and  tiled  wall  water  fountains  in 
the  halls.  Each  floor  is  tiled  in  a  differ- 
ent floor  color. 

The  second  floor  recreation  room  is 
similar  to  that  in  Bushnell  with  the  addi- 
tion of  four  sets  of  French  doors  open- 
ing onto  the  entrance  balcony.  Five 
semi-private  sitting  rooms  open  from  the 
oval  parlor  and  entrance  hall. 

Another  specialty  of  this  new  dorm  is 
the  arrangement  of  the  house  president's 
suite  with  its  private  entrance  hall  and 
two  single  rooms. 

A  well  known  alumna,  Mrs.  Camilla 
Moody  Payne  '29,  who  is  an  interior  dec- 
orator in  Washington,  D.  C,  is  in  charge 
of  decorating  the  new  building.
